No . 419 . - An examination for admission to the 
Joint Services Wing of the National Defence Academy 
for the 7th Course commencing in January 1952 will 
be held by the Union Public Service Commission at 
Allahabad , Bombay, Calcutta, Delhi, Madras and 
Nagpur sometime in July 1951, 


2 . At the Joint Services Wing, cadets of all the three 
Services will receive combined training for a period 
extending over two years. The training will consist 
of two parts ; about 2 / 3rds being of an academic nature 
consisting of subjects Uke English , History , Mathematics , 
Science, Geography , Modern languages , Workshop 
practice, Civics and Economics and Current Affairs ; 
and about 1 / 3rd Service training which will include 
subjects like P . T . Drill Weapon Training , elementary 
Fieldcraft, Organisation and administration of the three 
Services , Internal combustion engine theory, Driving 
and maintenance of vehicles, Map reading and Navi 
gation , Equitation , Radio telephony and man -manage 
ment. All cadets whilst under training will be required 
to take part in games and recreational training every 
day . 


8 . A candidate must be an unmarried male and must 
elther be 

( a ) a citizen of Indla , or 
( b ) a person who has migrated from Pakistan with 

the intention of permanently settling in India , 

or 
( C ) a subject of Nepal or of Sikkim or of a Portu 

quese or French possession in India . 
and if he comes under category ( b ) or ( c ) must be a 
person in whose favour a certiAcate of eligibility has 
been given by the Government of India . A candidate 
in whose case such a certificate is necessary may be 
provisionally admitted to the Academy subject to 
the necessary certificate being eventually given to him 
by Government. 


13. Admission to the Joint Services Wing of the 
National Defence Academy will be made through an 
examination to be conducted by the Union Public . 
Service Commission followed by an interview by a 
Services Selection Board . 


4 . The approximate number of vacancies to be offered 
for entry into the Academy as a result of this exami 
pation will be as follows: - -

NOTE . — Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan 
before 19th July 1948 and have ordinarily been resident 
In India since then are eligible for appointment to 
services and posts under the Government of India 
without certificates of eligibility qua citizens of India . 
Persons who go migrated on or after the 19th July 1948 
are non - citizens and must secure certificates of eligi 
bility for appointment to Union Services , unless they 
had migrated before 30th September 1948 and had got 
themselves registered as citizens within the time 
allowed or had entered the Union Services without 
certificates of eligibility under the old instructions in 
which case certificates of eligibility will not be neces 
sary . Certificates of eligibility will not he necessary in 
the case of Gurkha subjects of Nepal also . 

7 . Candidates should be medically At in all respects . 
A number of qualified candidates are rejected subse 
quently on medical grounds. Candidates are, therefore, 
advised in their own interegt to get themselves medically 
examined before submitting their applications, to avoid 
disappointment at the final stage. The development of 
the candidate should be such that by the time he 
attains the age of 17, he will reach the standards of 
medical Atness shown in the Appendix . 

A sufficient number of suitable candidates recom 
mended by the Services Selection Board will be 
medically examined by a Board of Service Doctors . 
No candidate not passed as At by the Medical Board 
will be admitted to the Academy. The mere fact that 
the medical examination has been carried out by a 
Board of Service Doctors will not mean or imply that 
the candidate has been finally selected . 

8 . Candidates must undertake not to marry until 
they complete their full training at the Joint Services 
Wing and later on at the parent Service Establishment. 
A candidate who marries subsequent to the date of his 
application , though successful at the ensuing or any 
subsequent examination will not be selected for train 
ing and a candidate who marries while under training 
shall be discharged and will be liable to refund all

their order of preference if they wish to compete for 
more than one Service . Due consideration will be 
given to the preferences expressed by a candidate at

12 . No candidate shall be admitted to the examina 
tion unless he holds a certificate of admission from 
the Union Public Service Commission . 


13 . Any attempt on the part of a candidate or his 
relatives / friends to enlist support for his Application 
will disqualify him for admission . 


14 . The maximum number of candidates to be 
admitted to the examination may at the discretion of 
the Commission , be limited to suchy number As the 
Commission may decide . If a limit is imposed and the 
number of candidates exceeds that limit . the Union 
Public Service Commission shall select from among 
the applicants those who shall be admitted to the 
examination and shall have regard in so doing to the 
suitability of the applicants for admission to the 
Academy.

In order to qualify in the written examination , candi 
dates must obtain 40 per cent of the aggregate marks 
with 33 per cent in each subject . 


The Union Public Service Commission may , after 
constdering the results of the written examination , alter 
the percentages of qualifying marks for any or all of 
the Services if they consider it necessary to do so . 


( B ) The maximum number of marks obtainable at 
the S . S . Board interview will be 900, in order to 
quality in the interview candidate must obtain not 
less than 360 marks. 


16 . From the marks agglgned to candidates in each 
subject such deduction will be made as the Union 
Public Service Commission may consider necessary 
in order to secure that no credit is allowed for merely 
superficial knowledge , 


17 . Deductions for handwriting which is difficult to 
read will be made uoto 20 per cent of the maximum 
marks for the written subjects . In English , and in 
every other subject, deductions for bad English spelling 
will be made upto 10 per cent of the maximum marks. 


NOTE ( i). - - In the case of candidates from the 
P . W . M . College which prepares candidates for an exami 
nation other than the Matriculation , a certificate from 
the Principal to the effect that they have reached a 
" Matriculation Pass " standard of education will be 
accepted . 


18 . The Union Public Service Commission shall pre 
pare a list of candidates in order of their merit as 
disclosed by the aggregate marks awarded to each 
candidate at the written examination , The candidates 
who obtain qualifying marks at the written examina 
tion shall appear before a Services Selection Board . 
Candidates to be finally selected should secure the 
minimum qualifying marks both at the written exami 
nation and the Services Selection Board Interview . 
Subject to this condition , they will then be placed in . 
the order of merit on the basis of total marks secured . 
The final selection for admission to the Academy will 
be made in the order of merit depending on the number 
of vacancies for each course , 


NOTE ( ii). - Candidates who have appeared or intend 
to appear at any of the above examinations may also 
apply for admission to this examination . The applica 
tions of such candidates will be accepted provisionally 
and the successful ones at this examination will be

Candidates will appear before the Services Selection 
Boards, and undergo the tests thercat , at their own 
risk and will not be entitled to claim any compensa 
tion or other relief from Government in respect of 
any injury which they may sustain in the course of 
or as a result of any of the tests given to them at a 
Services Selection Board , whether due to the negli 
gence of any person or otherwise . Parents or Guar 
dians of the candidates will be required to sign a 
certificate to this effect on the form appended to the 
application , Candidates when called up for interview 
by a Services Selection Board or for subsequent train 
ing will be eligible for TA , and D . A . in accordance with 
the rules then in force. Candidates who have previously 
been before a Services Selection Board for the same 
type of Commission are not entitled to T . A . and D . A . 
on subsequent occasions. 


19 . Candidates Anally selected will undergo a two 
years course at the Joint Services Wing of the 
National Defence Academy. The successful candi 
dates after the first two years training will undergo 
further specialised training in the branch of Service 
for which they may be selected . The cadets for the 
Army receive their advanced training at the Military 
Wing of the Academy itself, while those for the Indian 
Navy proceed to Naval Training Ships /Establishments 
and those for the Air Force are sent to the Air Force 
Academy. The introduction of a third year of training 
at the Joint Services Wing for all cadets and a reduc 
tion of subsequent training is under consideration . 
While at the National Defence Academy, cadets will be 
subject to the discipline of the Service for which they 
are selected .

i 20 . Before the candidate Joins the Academy, the 
parent or guardian will be required to siga :

( a ) a certificate to the effect that he fully under 

stands that he or his son /ward shall not be 
entitled to claim any compensation or other 
relief from the Government in respect of any 
injury which his son /ward may sustain in 
the course of or as a result of the training to 
be undergone by him at the Academy, whether 
due to the negligence of any person or other 
wise . 


( 1 ) A copy of the Notice, Notification , etc . for the 
examination is sent herewith . ( The fact that these 
papers are being supplied to a candidate is no evidence 
of his eligibility for admission to the examination . 
Candidates should consult them to see if they aro 
eligible before Alling up the application form or paying 
the prescribed fee. The conditions prescribed cannot 
be relaxed .) 

( 2 ) The enclosed application form must be filled up 
in the candidate s own handwriting . All columns must 
be completed and all answers must be given in words 
and not by dashes or dots . The application form 
should be submitted direct to the Secretary , Union 
Public Service Commission , Parliament House, Post 
Box No , 186 , New Delhi. A service candidate inust 
submit his application through his Commanding Omcer 
who will, it be considers the candidate eligible , forward 
it to the Union Public Service Commission with his 
recommendations ( vide Section C of the application 
form ) . Applications of eligible candidates will not be 
withheld even if the candidates are not recommended .

Normally these 
expenses are not likely to exceed Rs. 30 pm , Where 
cadets parents or guardians are unable to meet wholly 
or partly even this expenditure, financial assistance 
upto Rs. 30 p .m . may be granted by the Government. 
No cadet whose parent or guardian has an income of 
Rs. 300 p .m , or above would be eligible for the grant 
of the financial assistance .

| A candidate desirous of securing financial assistance 
should , immediately after his final selection , submit 
an application through the District Magistrate of his 
District, who will, with his recommendation forward 
the application to the Ministry of Defence, Government 
of India . 


*NOTE . - - By the time these cadets pass out of the Joint 
Services Wing , it is anticipated that facilities for further 
Naval training would be available in India . If, how 
ever, such facilities be not available by then , Naval 
cadets may be sent to the U . K . for further training . 
During the cadets training in the U . K ., parents or 
guardians will be required to meet their private and 
vacation expenses , ranging from £125 to £140 approxi 
pataly . 


Candidates are also warned that they should in no 
case tamper with the entries in the documents sub 
mitted by them .

He 
will be disqualified it later on it is found that the date 
of birth claimed by him in the application differs from 
that entered in his Matriculation Certificate unless 
the discrepancy is explained to the satisfaction of the 
Union Public Service Commission . 


NOTE 1 . - A transfer certificate from a school or 
college will not be accepted as evidence of age .

— Displaced persons who huve lost their origi 
nal Matriculation Certificates in Pakistan , should obtain 
duplicate certificate from University concerned , If 
they are unable to obtain the duplicate Matriculation 
Certificate from the University , they should submit in 
extract from the University Gazette in which their 
results were published showing their date of birth and 
certified by the Registrar or the Headmaster , 


A refund of Rs. 30 ( Rs. 7 - 8 - 0 in the case of candi 
dates belonging to the Scheduled Castes or Scheduled 
Tribes ) will however be allowed to a candidate if he 
Is not admitted to the examination by the Commission 
or having been admitted secures 30 per cent, or more 
of the aggregate marks in the written papers of the 
examination . The name of the examination and of 
Treasury at which the fee is deposited should be 
clearly entered in the Treasury Receipt. The treasury 
receipt should be on the form pertaining to Central 
Government transactions and should be obtained from 
the treasury at which the fee is deposited , 


NOTE 1 . - Candidates who are in the United Kingdom , 
Australia , Pakistan , Burma, Ceylon Or Malaya at the 
time of submitting their applications, should deposit the 
amount of their prescribed fee [ The equivalent fee of 
Rs. 37 -8 - 0 (Rs. 9 -6 - 0 in the case of candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes ) ] in the 
office of the High Commissioner for India in the United 
Kingdom , Australia , or Pakistan or in the office of 
India s Ambassador in Burma or in the office of the Gov 
ernment of India s representative in Ceylon or Malaya , 
as the case may be, and forward the receipt from that 
ofilce . 


NOTE 4 . - Ordinarily the Commission do not accept a 
date of birth other than that proved or supported by 
the Matriculation Certincate . If they do so they re 
quire not only convincing proof of the date claimed 
but also a satisfactory explanation of the incorrect 
entry in the Matriculation Certificate . When once a 
date of birth has been claimed and accepted by the 
Commission for the purpose of admission to an exami 
nation , no change will be allowed at a subsequent 
examination . Candidates who wish to challenge the 
entry of their age in a Matriculation Certificate , must 
do so at the first opportunity . In such cases a candl 
date must send direct to the Union Public Service 
Commission all the evidence on which he bases bis 
claims as soon as he has submitted his application . , 


( b ) Candidates from the P . W . M . College, Dehra 
Dun , or K . G . M . Colleges must submit a certificate 
of age from the Principal of the College and no other 
certificate as evidence of age will be required . 


NOTE 2 . - Cash or cheques will not be accepted by 
the Union Public Service Commission . All postal 
orders should be crossed and made payable to the 
Secretary , Union Public Service Commission at New 
Delhi Post Office and in no case will Postal Orders 
payable at any other post office be accepted . 


NOTE 3 . - An application not accompanied by a 
Treasury Receipt or crossed Indian Postal Orders for 
Rs. 37 - 8 - 0 ( Rs. 9 - 6 - 0 in the case of candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes ) will be 
summarily rejected and no explanation for inability 
to send the Treasury Receipt or crossed Indian Postal 
Orders with the application will be considered .

NOTE 2 . – Students of Public Schools or of Schools 
which prepare Students specially for Cambridge School 
CertiAcate Examination who are due to appear at 
Cambridge School Certificate Examination to be held 
in December 1951 should submit a Certificate from the 
Headmaster / Principal of the School that they are due 
to appear at the Cambridge School Certificate Exami 
nation in December 1951 and that they have attained 
the Matriculation Standard of education . 


( a ) The only proof of age ordinarily accepted by the 
Commission is the age or date of birth entered in the 
Matriculation Certificate or one of the other certif 
cates listed in paragraph 9 of the Notification . This 
certificate must be sent with the application in origi 
nal. If a Matriculation or equivalent certificate does 
not give the exact date of birth the candidate must 
send in addition to the Matriculation or equivalent 
Certificate , a certificate ( in original) from the Head 
master of the High School which he irst attended 
showing the date of his birth or his exact age us re 
corded at the time of his admission to the school, An 
Anglo - Indian or an Indian Christian may send his 
original Baptismal or Birth Registration Certificate 
instead of the Headmaster s certificate .
